BLIZZARD IN MINNESOTA. 


The snow storm which began fn 
Minneapolis on Wednesday, still con- 
tinues, and has spread over thei entire 
Northwest, changing to a blizzard as 
it spreads. In many places snow has 
fallen ‘to the depth of a foot or more, 
and ths» indications are that more is 
coming.

London, Sov. 12.— Lord Roberts, in 
a despatch to the war office, confirms 


the news that Major Mackintosh, of 
the Seaforth High'aniers, occupied 
Phi'ippolis, in Ocange River Colony, 


Nov. 8th. The Boers if'ed in all direg- 
tions, Three wounded were broughit to 
our hospilta', Surgeon Hartley and 
seven men were wounded. 

From October 18 to November 8, 
Phi'ippolis was at ‘he mercy of the 
Roers. The first intimation which the 
#arrison had of their approach was the 
2ews that Boers were near Tromps- 
ourg and coming on ‘to Phi'ippolis. 
Thien a young 'ocal Boer rode in and re- 
porte1 that a commaado was approach- 
ing. The garrison, which immediate'y 
prepared to receive the enemy, consist- 
ed of 19 townsmen, nine men of the 
Orange Co’ony Police, and 11 natives, 
under Lieut. Tonkin, an inte'ligence 
officer. All the official documents were 
removed to the fort west of the town, 
consisting of a small kopje with 
schanses round the top. 

Seon afterwards Commandant -Fou- 
chet. with 600 men, rode into the town 
anid sent a messenger to the garrisam 
demarding their surrender. This was 
refused. The Boers then proceeded to 
loot the property of the British, They 
smashed a massive safe at the local 
brancn of the Bank of South Africa 
ani took about £120. They also broke 
intd the magistrate’s safe, from which 
they. took about £700. 

Yhe Boers were extremely harsh in 
their treatment of many of their own 
people who had assisted the British. 
Mr. Hartman, a Dutchman, over 75 
years of gage, who had been appointed 
justice of the peace under the British, 
was flogged, on his farm. 

The garrison were only 600 or 700 
yards distanit, and were able to get an 
Occasional shot at the enemy,but they 
were subject throughout the occupa- 
tioa ito a persistent and searching fire 
from every direction. The Boer fire 
was continuous from Sunday morning 
till Wednesday evening. On ‘Tuesday 
night an -ajttack was attempted ,but 
the Boers refused to obey. their com- 
manders when they got to close quart- 
ers. Our men distinctly heard the 
leaders urging their men on, but the 
enemy uever got within 200 yards, 
Fouc times diring the siege the garri+ 
son were called on to surrender and re- 
fused, 


One of the Boer messengers, after 
returning, was sent to take! up: a ‘posi- 
tion at the corner of the goal. Here he 
knocked a brick eu‘, making a loopr 
hole, and proceeded to snipe any mem- 
ber of the garrison who showed him- 


self. Before long, however, he was 
shot through the face and his upper

railway or other corporations be speedi- 
ly patented and made taxable. 

The Northwest would with practical 
uaanimity favor government construc- 
tion’ and operaition of railways, but 
realizes that suchia momentous change 
is' nod likely to be brought, about ini a 
day or year. We do noti Wishj railway 
building in the Territories to cease, or 
to ‘be stopped pending such change. 
The policy already adopted by the 
gdvernm<nt of offering aid in money 
sufficient to induce railway .construc- 
tion, providing for a return to the 
government in the way of service 
canal toa falr rate of interest upon the 
mooey advanced,and making provision 
for full public control of roadbed and 
rates, thereby preventing any sem- 
blance of monopoly, is a policy which 
the Northwest views with somewhat 
hesitating favor and which favor may 
ba changed: to hearty endorsation if an 
effectual railway commission be con- 
stituted and apointed to assist! in 'pro- 
ducing fully and practically the bene- 
fitsfor the public irom the provisions 
embodied in contracts as the expression 
of that policy. If such policy be pur- 
sued vigorously and enterprisingly, 
fowr years hence the monopoly rates 
and discriminatory rates now pirevail- 
ing on the C.P.R. ouight to be things of 
ths past. if the nailway lands question 
is taken hold of immediately and ener- 
getically, four years hence that ques- 
tion, too, will ba a thing of the past. 
The tariff question is insignificant as 
compared with the railway rates and 
land tax questions, and if reasonable 
Progress be made towards tariff for 
revenue only. four years hence iti will 
not be found a subject causing much 
discontent. 

The work lies ready to the hand of 
the government. Many of the diffi- 
eulties which confronted Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in 1896,—and only a careful 
observer ‘has any conception of the 
number or seriousness of the difficul- 
ties; the Manitoba school question 
was ‘no small one in itself,—ane; not in 
his path now. The Leader looks for- 
ward with every confidence and ex- 
pects during the next four years to’ see 
done in the initeresis of Western Oan- 
adaj very much more than was done in 
the past parliamentary term. If our 
expectation be fulfilled the degree of 
dissatisfaction existing now, will be 
dispelled hen. The new West is diffi- 
cult to satisfy yet after all the men of 
the West may be depended on to give, 
with pretty generous regularity, credit 
where credit is due.
